Japan’s attack on Britain and .American interest is welcome to 
Soviet Union only in the sense that it ends Amerioan isolationism as a 
Political force, and in no other sense. 

Soviets respect treaties. They respected Soviet-German non-aggress- j 
ion pact as long as Germany did not invade them. Soviets did not destroy 
Finland because Soviet policy is not and never would be imperialist. So, 
so long as Soviet Union is satisfied that Japan has no immediate hostile 
intentions* It would not attack Japan. That does not by any means imply 
a secret understanding, but pure armed watchfulness. 

The task of Chinese and Indian Communists is, however perfectly 
clear; to do as mueh possible damage to Japan so that she cannot 
attack Soviet Union even if she wanted to. 

You may ask Government of India anything you like but so long as 
India is ruled by British Imperialism she would not declare India a no 
man’s land. If the Japanese attack, the British retreat, and Indian 
Guerrillas operate in the no man's land be in our hands. 

In the same way, request to Japan will not be complied with so long 
os Japan remains imperialist. 

Get out of the habit of liberalistic 'declarations' and 'with drawsQs 
Think in terms of fighting with weapons against China's enemy. Soviet's 
enemy, the enemy of all lands — fascism. 

Down with Revolutionary Satyagraha and non-violent Communism. 

And please don't think of Idealised pictures of revolutionary India 
fighting Japanese aggressors. Think of today. And take revolutionary 
steps today to reach that aim-even if you have to take one step backwards 
in revolutionary phrase-mongering. 

C. The third group of comrade opine that the war between Japan and 
Britain is imperialist in character. So turn this war into Civil War. 

War is indivisible— says comrade Maxim Litvinov 

The Character of the war is not determined by the character of its 
parts, but the war as a whole .Lenin said this in his "War and the Second 
International". And this is an anti-fascist war-— inspite of v.hat the 
British and American ruling classes may wish it to be. Look at the 
situation in Singapore — Imperialist begging Communists to fight panic. 
Such is the objective logic of the war* at the same time. If you/ think it 
is possible and practical do it. We all are for it. But if you can't do 
it and are Just indulging in phrase fondling, it is criminal.
